Tho? I believe no Graduate-Phyfician ts 
ienorant of any of them, yet as the Mul» 
titude of Quacks amd Pretenders to Phy- 
fick, with. which this Nation fwarms, 
 tmagin that all Cholicks proceed from 
ihe fame Caufe, and ignorantly pretend 
to cure them all with one Medicine; I 
would endeavour by reprefenting the Ins 
tricacy and various Caufes of this, Di- 
flemper, to convince their Patients how 
grofly they ave abus'd, and to what immi- 
nent Danger they expofe their ovn Lives 
by trufting to them. I believe there is 
not one of the Faculty I have the Honour 
to be a Member of, who will think any 
Labour or Scrutiny too nice and great, 
where the Nature of the Diffemper, and 
the Prefervation of the Life of his Pa- 
tient requires it, but if there fbould be 
ane [uch among us, to him I flatter my 
Jelf, this [mall Performance will prove 
the mot acceptaole, becaufe he will not 
only find herein afew Pages, what muff 
have taken him up Months to have col- 
leited from different Authors, but alfo

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Another «Objection is, That I have 
brought feveral Diftempers under this 
Head, as Inflamations of the Liver 
and Spleen, -Impofthumes, Ulcers, 
Cancers: "Fumours, Worms, ec.

as difttntt Diftempers from the Cholzck. 
Yo which l-reply, that all and each of 
thefe Caales, when feated in the Lowers 
belly, frequently occafion violent Pains 
therein, which froma fimular Senfe of 
Pain are often miftaken for the Chelick, 
ander which Denominatron they generally 
and not improperly pals, till thetx Symp- 
toms arifiag to a height mantfeftly denote 
the true Canfes ; after which I would no 
longer ftile them Cholicks, but range 
them under their proper Heads.

HE CHOLICK is a Di-

not reftrain it to the Colon, as moft Au- 
thors do, tho’ Galen himfelf found faule. 
with the Antients for ic (@), nor even to.

Sequel of this Treatife) its Seat is fre- 
quently in other Parts of the Lower-Belly, 
and that Defcription cannot be Adxquate, 
that does not include the whole. The 
word Cholick is generally thought to take 
its Derivation from Colon, the Name of 


.- one of the Guts, in which Gut alone the

Ancients, and many of the Moderns, erro- 
neoufly fuppofe this Diftemper is always 
Seated; tho’ Julius Pollux derives it from 
KodaCeSou to Torture, and is of Opinion 
that the Greeks therefore gave that Gut 
the Name of Kadov, becaule ’tis fubjec&t 
to moft Torturing Pains. 

A Perfon feiz’d with the Cholick, is 
afiicted with @ violent Pain in his Belly, 
which is fometimes extended to its whole 
Circumference ; now fix'd to a Point, and 
bores like an Augre, at other times re- 
moves from place to place. Onefuffers fuch 
violent inward Contractions, that it feels 
to him, as if his Guts or Bowels were 
furrounded and pull’d together with Cords ;

in others, not only the Guts, but even 
the outward Mufcles and Skins of the 
Lower-Belly will be fwell’d and ftretch’d to 
Such a degree that they feem ready to burft. 
The Belly is generally bard bound, and 
but a fmall quantity of Urine evacuated. 
Thefe are the common, diftinguifhing and 
proper Symptoms of the Cholick ; befides 
which, there is frequently a Sharp and 
Burning Heat in the Lower-Belly. 

There are feveral other Symptoms ace rs acciden- 
cidental to this Diftemper 3 as, a Fever; tal Symp- 
Thirft; fharp, fower, or bitter Tafte; Reft-** 
lefsnefs., and want of Sleep ; Vomiting, 
Belching, a Heat, Sharpnefs or entire Sup- 
preffion of the Urine; the Faundice ; lofs of 
Apperite. A beating in the Belly like @ 
Strong Pulfe, a Cold Senfation or Chilnefs in 
it, Cold Sweats, Fainting Fits; Giddinefs ; 
Convulfions. Sometimes the whole Belly 
. Will be drawn inwards fo clofe to the Back- 
bone, that rbere is fcarce any Appearance of 
itleft: In one, the Navelonly, with a fmall 
Circumference adjoyning to it, fhall be drawn 
inwards; in others the Navel frwell’d out- 
wards. Some void great Quantities of 
Xellow or Greenifh Matters by Stool, with- 
out finding any Eafe and Relief thereby: 
The Excrements of others are like Cow 
Dung, full of Wind, and fo light as to 
fvim upon the furface of the Urine. The

Different — It is to be remark’d, that the Pain felt 
Senfations in the Cholick, is often of a different Sen- 

of its Pain. inel earn 
, ation, not only in divers, but alfo in the 
fame Perfon at different Times; as now 
a Burning, then a Gnawing Pain; fome- 
times a Beating, at other times a Prefing, 
or Heavy Pain, to fome it feems asif their 
Bowels were torn, twifted, ftretch’d; or 
contracted together 3 to others, that fome- 
thing like a Cold Iron is run through their 
Guts ; and frequently a fert! dChrlnefs, or 
intenfe Coldaffects all, or tome one rarticular 
part of the Belly. Thefe different Modi- 
fications of Pain, ought to be enquir’d 
atter, becaufe, join’d to other Symptoms, 
they give a Light into the true Cau‘e of 
the Diftemper : For though People coms 
monly imagine, that all Cholicks proceed 
from one ard the fame Caufe (and there- 
Cholicks fore generally take the fame Remedies for 
phage _them all) they arife from various ones, {c= 
ae "Neral of which require uifferent Methods, 
and fome quite oppofite Remedies for their 
Cure. Whe'v.cre Phyficians ought al- 
ways to Examine very carefully, from 
what particular Caufe each Di®'.é& Fit’of 
the Cholick proceeds; the’ Imcwi-dge of 
which will not oniy prove advaniageou,

The Seat of the Cholick is in the Lower- 

Belly; in which, I find by its Diffeétion, 
outwardly expos’d to View the Cuticle 
or Scarf.Skin; under that a reticulous Con- 
tinuation of little Bladders, fill’d with a 
Humour call’d Corpus Mucofum next to it 
the Skin properly fo call’d, which is the Or- 
gan of the Sente of Feeling, abounds with 
an Infinity of little Eminenc*s, nam’d A“l- 
liary Glands, thro’ which the Infenjble 
Perfpiration, and the Swear, are filtrated ; 
and with innumerable Protuberances of a 
little larger Size, term’d Papille Pyramida- 
Jes, implanted with bulbous Roots, like 
fmall Onions, out of which the Hairs 
fprout in Men and Beafts, and the Feathers 
in Birds. Immediately under this Skin is 
fpread a Continuation of little Bladders 
like to a Honey-comb, fill’d with an

st (a) Hippocrates, Lib. de Arte, 
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Oily Subftance we call Fat; and under it, 
in fome Parts of the Body, as in the Fore- 
head, Throat, and Scrotum, is another 
Membrane call’d Panniculus Carnofus; but 
there is none of it upon the Belly, though 
many Anatomifts pretend it is fpread all 
over the Body. Next to the Faz lies the 
Common Membrane of the Mufcles, under 
it five pair of Mufcles, beneath thofe the 
Peritonaum, which is a thin {mooth Mem- 
brane that covers all the Bowels of the 
Lower- Belly; under that a Ligament cali’d 
the Navel-String, and a Membrane nam’d 
the Omentum or Caul, compos’d of two 
thin Skins, divided into a multitude of lit- 
tle Mathes, like to a fine Net, in which a 
great Quantity of that Oily Subftance 
call’d Faz is contain’d; this Membrane is 
{pread over all the Guts, faften’d above 
and on both Sides, but floats loofe at the 
bottom: Under it are plac’d the Guts, 
which fill the greateft part of the Cavity of 
the Lower- Belly, in whofe upper and middle | 
Part, the Ventriculus or Stomach is feated; 
withthe Liver high up on its right Side, and 
the Spleen lower down on the left; under- 
neath the Stomach thereis firuated a Gland 
about fix Inches long, call’d the Pancreas, 
which adheres to the Duodenum, and lies 
upon the Back-Bone. The Guts being pul’d 
out, there appearsa Membrane in the mid- 
dle of them, call’d the Adefentery, which 

is 
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is adherent to the Guts throughout their 
whole Length, and being of a circular 
Form, gathers them into a narrow Com- 
pas, and fecuresthem from Twifting and 
Entangling with one another: ‘Towards 
the middle of the Mefentery is a Gland 
call’d Pancreas Afelli, to which one fort of 
Latteal Veffels ranging between the two 
Skins of the Mefenrery carry the Chylefrom 
the Guts, and another fort of them call’d 
Secondary Laéteals convey it thence to the 
Chyle-Bag: Next appear thetwo Kidneys, 
one on each Side, with cach their Urerer, 
and each a leffer Gland adjoyning to it, 
call’d Capfule Atrabilarie, or the Renal 
Glands: Then are {een the Great Vein, and 
the Great Artery, lying along upon the 
Back-bone; and under them are feveral 
Mufcles; behind which is the Back-bone, 
perforated in its Length, and fill'd with 
the Spinal Adarrow. ‘There are other Muf- 
cles outward of the Back-bone, with the 
Common Membrane of the Mufcles; the 
Membrane of Fat, the Skin, the Corpus 
Mucofum, and Scarf-Skin, all in the fame 
Situation as defcrib’d in the Fore-part of 
the Belly; towards the bottom of the Bel- 
ly in Man, are the Bladder, the Spermatick 
Veffels, the Veficula Seminales, the Vafa 
Deferentia, and the Proffate; and in Wo- 
man, the Bladder, the Womb, the Ova- 
via, and all the Parts inferving to Genera- 
tion.

traordinary Buk, it preffes upon the Gu Bo) 
oasto ftopthe Paflage of the Excrements. 
Norare the Reafons given by Dolaus (a) 
of fufficicnt Weight to make me alter my 
Oyinion. For tho’ in an Omenral Rupture 
the Cau! my be inflam’d, and afeéted with 
violent Pains, they are then occafion’d by 
the Ruprure (an eftablith’d Caufe of the 
Cholick) which ftretches the Fibres of 
the Caul to a preternatural Extention, 
which can never happen in its natural Si- 
tuation. And the Inftance of a Soldier, 
whofe Caul was cut off, and he thereby 
fulj-& to violent Pains of the Cholick, 
which Galen cur’d, by making him wear 
a Flannel Cloth upon his Belly, is of no 
Force, for it only confitms the Obfervati- 
ons of many Anatomifts, that thofe Per- 
fons are fubj°& to Cholicks, in whom the 
Caul does not cover all the Guts. To o- 
mit many Obfervations cf Authors, who 
by Diffections have found the Cau! Ulce- 
rated and Gangren’d, in Perfons not trou- 
bled with the Cholick, I fhall mention 
burt this one cut of Blafius: (b) He having 
open’d the Corps of a Young Man, who 
for many Weeks before his Death was af-

This Hyporbefis of Willis is ill-groun- wities 
ded; becaufe eftablifh’d upon Suppofitions Hypothesis 


without any Proofs. The Recrements he 4. 
fuppofes to be convey by the Nerves 

fromthe Brain, into the Plewus’s of the 

Mefentery, ‘mull be the Animal Spirits, 

becaufe the” Nerves contain nothing elfe. 

If thefe Animal Spirits or Recrements can 

continue their Motion down the minute 

Chiatinels of the little Nerves; into thefe 

Plexus’s, Why fhould they ftop there? 
Nothing but an Obffruétion can occafion 
it, and it is notorious, that an Obftru@ion 
of a Nerve will occafion’a Ceflation or 
Diminution of Feeling in the Part, which 
is quite the Oppofite to an Irritation or 
Pain in it. Or thould it be adnfitted, that 
‘the Spirits may be ftopt in a Nerve by o- 
ther Caufes-tkan an Obftruétion, there is 
‘no Reafon why this fhould happen oftner 
in the Mefenterick Plexus’s than elfewhere. 
For his Suppofition of the Nerves inofcula- 
ting with one another, and forming a new 
Emporium, Bafin, or Receptacle for the Spirits, 
in thefe and other P/exus’s, is but imagina- 
ry, and fo far from Truth, that every lit- —

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tle Nerve continues its Courfe from the 
Brain down to the Part it belongs to, ina_| 


_diftin& feparate Thread (not only thro’. 


thefe Plexus’s, which, put into Water, 
may be difentangled into Fibres vifibly fe- 
parate and diftinct) but alfothro’ the Spinal 
Marrow,wheretheyare {fo confus’d,theyfeem 
all together to make but one great Nerve. 
But admitting, as I faid, that, the Spirits 
fhould ftop in thefe Plexus’s, yet it would 
not from thence follow, that they mutt 
ferment and caufe a Swelling; nor that a 
Fermentation or Swelling, if there wereas 
ny, would occafion fo violent a Pain as 
the Cholick: Neither doth he alledge a- 
ny Reafons, that 1 find, to prove this Af- 
fertion; nor have lever met with any Ex- 
periments amongft Anatomifts which ren- 
der it probable, but rather fuch as prove 
the contrary. For if you tye a Ligature 
upon the largeft Nerves, and repeat the 
Experiment ever fo often, you fhall never 
perceive the leaft Swelling above the Li- 
gature. A.NUif he imagines that the Swel- 
ling and Diftention of the Nerves, tho” 
imperceptible, may caufe a Pain within’ 
them, and will have the Seat of Pain to 
lye (as he feems to think it does) within 
the Subftance of the Nerves, in the Part 
it felf; “tis what neither he, nor any body 
elfe hath yet made appear by any probable 
Arguments; and if they had, would be 
eafily refuted by this one Matter of Fact, 

that 
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that whenever there is an Obftraction in 
any Nerve, there is no Swelling, neither 
does any Pain follow from thence, but on 
the contrary a Ceffation cr Diminution of 
the Senfe of Feeling in the Part; as it is 
manifeft and undeniable in the Pa/ée. But, 
fays he, perchance fome fix’d Salt Hu- 
mours feparated from the Blood, may mix 
with the Spirits in the Asefenterick Plexus’s, 
and caufe an Effervefcence in them, whence 
a violent Pain, or the Cholick will arife. 
*Tis but perchance, without the leaft Proof; 
and I would willingly have any of his A- 
bettors anfwer me, why the fame Caufe 
does not as frequently produce the fame 
Effe&ts in the Plexus Cardiacus, or Pneu- 
monicus? But admitting the Mixture of 
thefe fix’d Salt Humours with the Spirits 
in the Me/fenterick Plexus's, and that it thall 
happen no where elfe, what would follow? 
A Fermentation: ‘The Confequence of 
which he pretends would be a Convulfion 
in that Part. And will a Convulfion oc- 
cafion fo violent a Pain as the Cholick is? 
No: Willis himfelf owns the contrary 
in another Place (2). And I have met

in continual Convulfions of all the exteg- — 
nal Parts of their Bodies, like to the Che 
rea Santti Viti: 1 examin’d them with par- 
ticular Care, and they all three affured 
me, they felt no great Pain, nor were ae 
ny of them more {ubje& to the Cholick — 
than before, tho’ ’tis probable, thatall 
the inward Mufcles (amongtt which the 
Guts are to be reckon’c) were feiz’d with 
the fame conftant Convulfions as thofe of 
the outward Parts. 

A Pleafure peculiar to all Inventors, made 
the moft ingenious Willis not only lefsac- 
curate here, but even deficient in his ufu-— 
al Force of Reafoning, in Anatomy, and 
in the proper Ufe of the Parts of Human 
Body ; thingsin which he generally excell’d, 
and for'which he is fo defervedly renown’d — 
throughout the whole.

One Reafon he gives, avhy the Spirits or 
Recrements ftop in the A/e/enterick Plev- 
us’s, is, becaufe they are fo thick and vif-_ 
cid, they cannot be receiv’d into the

Second, Subfervient or Inftrumeutal Caufe, 
for the Prime and Efficient one. ‘he 
Nerves, or rather the Spirits contain’d in 
them, are undeniably the Inftruments by. 
which Pains are transferr’d in an inftant 
from one place to another, and by which 
the Effects of the Prime aétuating Caufe 
are perceiv'd; but are never the Efficient 
Cautcs themfelves of any Pains, which are 
always occafion’d by fomething Externa 
or Adventitious to the Body ;. which tho? 
it may not be always feated in, nor even 
adioyning to all thofe Parts that are af- 
fected with Pain, yet does vellicate and 
irritate the Nerves belonging to thofe die.

‘the Heart can’t effect this, but by its 
own more frequent Contractions; and the 
Reafon why its Contractions are more 
fhort and quick, or frequent, is becaufe

But if even Pills themfelves won't ftay 
upon the Stomach, you muft then give a 
dofe of Laudanum, and the Purge eight 
or ten Hours after it; which (elpecially 
if in the form of Pills) generally fucceeds 
well. You muft always give a dofe of 
Laudanum at Night after the Purge, to 
appeafe the Commotion it has rais’d inthe 
Blood, and to prevent any difcharge of 
Humours upon the Guts from its Effects. 
If the Patient be Sick at bis Stomach, 
Vomit him witha large quantity of Luke- 
warm Poffet-Drink; of Fat Broth; or of 
Oy! and Water mixt together: Violent 
or ftronger Vomits are {eldom proper, for 
the fame reafons that we forbid ftrong 
Purges; andthe more becaufe they draw 


a greater difcharge of Humours upon the 


Stomach and Small Guts, and thereby of- 
ten turn the Cholick into a Aéferere or 
Iliack Paffon; Wherefore they are never 
to be given but in an extream Neceflity, 
and manifeft Indication for them; that is 
when the Cholick is occafion’d by an Ex- 
cefs in Diet or Surfeit, in which cafe even 
the ftrongeft Vomits are to be given.

Clyfters in this Caufe ought to be given 
in leffer Quantities than ulual in other Cho- 
licks, becaufe the Winds filling the Guts 
don’t leave room for fo much to be ad- 
mitted, and often force back what is gi- 

ven. 

Garlick fo much recommended by Galen, 
as what breaks the Wind without raifing 
any great Commotion in the Humours, is 
of good ufe here; and it helps to makea 
difcharge by Urine. But I have never 
feen any good ‘effets of Cucurbimle cum 
magna flamma Umbilico applicate,a\fo much 
recommended in this Cafe by Galen and 
many of the Antients; but on the contra- 
ry am very apprehenfive of ill Confequen- 
ces from their Ufe; and it is certain they 
can never carry off the Caufe, tho’ they 
may poflibly give Eafe for a time. 

Warm Cloths ty'd bard round theBelly afford 
fome Relief, becaufe by their Compreffion 
they hinder the violent Diftention of the 
Guts,and flacken the painful Dilatations of 
the Mutcles of the Abdomen. Add to this 
that by the new Senfation of Warmth they 
give to the Skins of the Belly, they make 
a fort of Diverfion in the Courfe of the 
ee! L Opirits, 
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Spirits, and thereby give the Patient a lite 


tle Eafe for the while. 
The drawing away of the Winds with an enipty 


Seringe, mention’d by Hippocrates and fome 


of the Antients, can hardly be of any ad- 
vantage; for-whilft the Caufe remains, 


which it cannot remove, more Winds will — 


arife ; wherefore I fhould abfolutely never 
advife it.in Cholicks occafion’d by the 
Wind.
